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Applicant argued on page 17, second paragraph of applicant's Rennarks that the Headrick reference fails to determine whether the data is 
to be stored in a first memory or a second memory, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. First, it is recognized by the Examiner that 
each memory manager has a pointer memory unit associated with it and the pointer memory is used by the memory manager to point to 
a memory address/location at which a data cell is stored, as opposed to the applicant's interpretation that the cell will be stored in that 
pointer memory (page 17, second paragraph of the Remarks). 

Therefore, Headrick discloses a first memory manager uses a first pointer memory (first pointer memory) to determine which memory 
address/location at which a data cell (first cell memory) is stored in one of ports 0 thru 7 whereas a second memory manager uses a 
second pointer memory (second pointer memory) to determine which memory address/location at which a data cell (second cell 
memory) Is stored in one of ports 8 thru 15. As a result, the disclosure of Headrick reads on the claim limitations that it "determines 
whether the data is to be stored in a first memory or a second memory." Therefore, claims 1-10, 27 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C,. 
102(e) as being anticipated by Headrick. 
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
